, The powers of Europo, spectators of this eventful 
„drama, guzed with astonishment, applauding secretly 
the lesson given to Great Britain by tho citizens of a 
country which two hundred years ago was ‘a bound- 
lesa wildorness, poopled only by a few sealtered bands 
of savages” But mark tho bonoficial influence of our 
happy institutions. In 1790, the Union consisted of 
13 atatea, it now numbers 30, besides its old and newly 
¢onquered territories In 1790 tho population of the 
United States was cutimated at 3,929,827 ; in 1840, at 
swas 17,068,606, Eutorpriso, industry, civilization and 
„wealth havo spread throughout this immense region 
“with a rapidity almust incredible, ‘Take Ohio for ex. 
ample. Its first soltlement was made only sixty years 
azo, In 1790, its population was 3,000, fifty Years 
afterwarda, (1a 1840) it amounted fo more than one 
eillion and a half! In 1800, Cincynnati had a popu- 
htien of 750, in 1845 it < tained over 50,000 mhabi- 
wi pat it would be doing great injustice to that 
state and its principal city, or to any other of our states 
acties to mark their more increase IR population.— 
Who has ever traveled through Oluo, who has over 
qalked through tho broad and elegant streets of Cin- 
emnati, not to spank of New York, Boston, Philadel- 
ipua, New Orleans, ete ; without wonder? Indeed, wo 
ea ray with truth and with pride, no where im tho 
moat gifted portions of the whole world 1s civilization 
asd all the benefits resulting from at, carried to a

ustty, moro onterprise, moro happiness. Compara- 
dovely but fow in boasted Europo have the pryiloges of 
freomdn ; but fow thero possess tho benefits of civihza- 
tion, the great masses boing purposely kept in 'gnor- 
tance and abject poverty, scarcely earning à scanty 
subsistence by constant, and, m many cases inhuman 
physical labor, Contrast the position of the ignorant 
peasants of Franco, tho sorfa of Russia, or tho boots of 
Germany with that of our farmers. Think of tho 
miserablo stato of unhappy Iroland. Ay! look at the 
condition of the working population of England; enter 
thoso far-famed factories, whero children are crppled 
fer life, whero youth is blighted, and whero if man 
ever lives over forty-five, hois a useless beg crushed 
tänd exhavstod rientally and physically; think of all

idence that you were born an American As pioneors

Tho progress of agriculture has ever been closely 
gonnec ed with tho general history of every country 
The system heretofore practised im California, and to 
which holdors of immense traols of Jand confined them- 
solves, that, wo mean, of reating large flocks and herda, 
allowing them to wander about and consume the nat- 
tural products of the sojl was the first stop towards 
permanent settlement and cultivation This practico 
w, up to this hour, generally fallowed 5 but as the pop- 
vlation mereases, and civilization progresses, land will 
becomé More yaluablo and tho wants of tho mhabitante 
mote numerous and Veried Farma will bo established 
throughout the territory, vegetables of overy variety 
and fruits of the choicest kinds will then becomo abun- 
dant, Let no one complain that there wa want of 
these luxurie at present The answer is simple— 
They have not hitherto been planted Even in Cali- 
forma, no frut can bo reaped without labor, Exam- 
ine the beautiful garden of Capt L, 1m the heart of 
San Francisco, where the soil is as bad as can be found 
any whero in this country, and you will be astonished 
to learn that these fifty varas square of land, farmeh, 
not only an abundant supply of vegetables for the prin- 
epal hotel of this place, but enough also tọ gecommo- 
date several private families,

Our grapes are unsurpassed by any we have eaten m 
the vineyards of France, and every judge of wine rust 
confess, while enjoying a goblet of the delicious bever- 
ago from the Pueblo de los Angoles, that :t s seldom 
excelled even by the far-famed Port. We were much 
amused a few days ago at an estimable friend, who 
from the opportunitjes he had had, declared with the 
pertinacity of a connaisseur, that he could at once dis- 
tinguish Calforma from Port wine A good speci- 
mime of each waa presented. The wine from our vine- 
yards was inatanter pronounced Port, and vice versa. 
We had a laugh at our friend, who forgot his mistako 
oyor a bottle of real California 

Oranges, olives, and different varieties of melons, 
apples, peaches, apricots, nectarines, pears, plume, 
cherries, almonds, quinces, mulberries, raspberries, 
strawberries, figs, pomegranates, etc, ete, other grow 
wild or are easily cultivatedinCalifornia A year or two 
ago, wo have been informed, Capt Sutter found a few 
cotton seeds among others which he had; they were 
thrown info the ground and no further care taken of 
them They produced, however, vigorous plante, and 
at the proper season yielded a fine specimon of cotton 
Tho sugar cane 19 now reared in California, but only 
for immediate uso, wo hopo that ere long it willbe ex- 
tensively cultivated, and that enough of this valuable 
plant will bs converted into sugar to supply the coun- 
try. We have conversed with a manufacturer of to- 
bacco residing in San Francisco, who assured us that 
when he loft ms farm up the Sacramento to join “the 
yolunteers” he had sown some tobacco seed; when ho 
returned, the season for gathering st had passed, in 
fact, most of it had been stolen by the Indians, but he 
succeeded in finding a few leaves which ho made into 
cigars—~pronounced by himself and other good judges, 
equal to the beat Havanna, We are happy to learn 
that our informant fe about to engage jn the cultiva- 
tion of this plant Hemp and flax also, we are convin- 
cod, will soon be raised in considerable quantities. 

But we must stop, for a eimple enumeration of the 
yanous articles in the vegetablo kingdom, which aro 
or may be raised in California, would carry us beyond 
a reasonable mit. Material for lumber of an excel- 
lent quality is abundant. Aa a grazing country it iz 
well known that this cannot be surpassed if equalicd,— 
We have learned with, pleasure, that several farmers 
aro turning their attention to the rearing of a superior 
breed of sheep. 

With so many advantages, is it surprising that all 
industrious farmers who arniye poor m Galifornin, seon 
become, not only independent but wealthy? Every 
thing hero is calculated to promote their happiness 
and prosperity, With a chmate unrivalled io punty 
and equability, the temperature being such as to 
allow us x perpetual feast of the most delicate vegeta- 
bles; with facilities for acquiring and securing largo 
tracta of land; with high prices for produce; (an emi- 
grant, who arrived hero last year, has already cleared 
axteon hundred dollars, by chickens and egge alone, 
front his farm;) with all these superior advantages, 
California, like n good mother, promises to tako the 
bost caro of all her worthy children. Nos is sicknesg, 
that scourge of humanity, here to harass and hivder us 
nour pursuits, Somo partions af the Sacramento aud 
San Joaquin are subject to hillious remttont and inter- 
mittent fevers during the autumnal months; but the 
genera) salubrity of California has justly becomo a 
proverb. ‘Tho surgeons of San Francisco have ro- 
marked that wounds heal here with astonishing rapid- 
ily, owing, it 18 supposed, in a great measure, to the 
oxtremo purity of the atmoephore. . 

That extensive manufactures will soon be established 
in California, is, in our mid, beyond a doubt. When- 
ever, m a favorable country like this, immenso benc- 
fits are accumulated by individual lalar, (an indus- 
trious laborer carns here from two to five dollars por 
day,) the profits in favor of home manufactures, capo- 
cially with the agency of slean, are great, and tbere- 
fore, capitalists soon invest their funds m a business 
not only beneficial to themselves, but advantageous to 
the community. Batt is absolutely necessary for tho 
prosperity of manufactures, as well as of all other i- 
dustrial pursuits, that confidence in thie capital invented 
should exist. Without this confidenco, industry and 
jnvenlion are na where to be found. Cast a glance 
over the present candition of the nations of the world, 
and you will at ence perceive, that tho stale of all 
human puremta is more or less flattering in propor- 
tion to that security. In the former condition of this 
fair and beautiful country, contindally m a stalo of 
revolution, when neither Ife nor properly were safe, 
all industrions cfforta wero paralyzed. A last aid 
happy revolution has changed the order of things—tho 
peopie of California do now consider themselves Amer- 
jean citizene—a new cra has dawned on this country, 
and every day advances its scourity, ifs wealth and 
prospenty. The attention of the world is now turned 
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it is admitted that our now flourishing Little town, 18 
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destined cre long to become the manufacturin - 
trdpolis, and the commercial ‘emporiurn of Waster 
Amonca, Wo know no other country possessing eu- 
perior advantages to this in regard to manufactyres— 
our facilities in water power are as numerous And ns 
good aa could be desired, Ft would be tedious to ena- 
merate our prospects for raw materials of ajmost every 
doseription We havo already mentioned a fow—flonr, 
cotton, homp, wool, flax, leather, ete, besides mmor- 
als of almost every description, and we are conetrained 
to pass over many, auch aa silk for instance, which 
wo doubt not, will do well in this climate. 

From tho facts above mentioned, it naturally fol- 
lows that the commercial prospects of Californ aro 
briliant; and a httle reflection will convince us that 
it 18 destined in time, to furnish many of the most im- 
portant necessartes and luxuries for trade, not only to 
the whole const of Western America, but to the entira 
commerce of the Pacific, while in many articles, cs- 
pocially quiekeilver, i will supply the world, The 
Bay of San Francisco, (the finest known m any commn- 
try,) » the safe, conyentent, and commodious harbor, 
where all this trade will be concentrated. In avery few 
years, numerous vessels of all nations—men of war, 
merchantmen, whators, the Chinese junk, and the 
powerful steamer, will find hers the safest anchorage, 
the most central situation, and the best market of the 
Pacific This will become the pomt of rendezvous for 
all the whalers of these seas They are now only 
waiting for protection against the desertion of their 
crews Let this matter be looked to at onco, let the 
law bo ngidly enforced, and wo will soon see this de- 
sirable brunch of trade centered here 

The gigantic project of Mr Wilkes, of a railroad 
from the States to those shores, is rapidly gaming 
ground and favorm the United States ,—a project 
which will ulttmately be carried into execution, gn 
needs no comments to show ita influence ovor the des. 
tines of this country Besides, 1t appears that the 
American Government has resolved upon securing the 
right of establishing a ship canal near the neck of land 
which divides the two Americas. If wo are to judga 
from the highly interesting letter of Hon. G M Dal- 
las, the Isthmus of Tehuantepec w already selected, 
and there is every reason to beheve that this grand and 
beneficent project will bo reahzed. The advantages 
which would result from it for California are so evident 
that we deem ıt unnecessary to allude to them. > 

Capt J. L Folsom, U. S. Army, tho Collector of 
tho port of San Francisco, has kindly furmshed us 
with the followmg staustics touching the commerce 
of the place for the threo months ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1847 

Total valuo of exports for the quarter, $49,597,53, 
Of ths amount 830,353,85 were of the produco of 
California, and wore shipped as follows. $320 to the 
Sandwich Islands, $21,448,35 to Peru, #560 to Maz- 
atlan, Mexico, $7,285,50 to Russian America, (Sitka,) 
$700 to Tahiti $19,343,68 wero of tho produce of 
foreign countries, haying been shipped as follows — 
$2,060 to the United States, $12,442,18, (of which 
$11,340 were comed gold and silver,) to the Sandwich 
Islands, and $4,831,50 to Mazatlan, Mexico. 

Total valuo of imports for the same period was 53- 
589,73, and of this amount $6,790,54 came from the 
United States, $7,701,59 from Oregon, $3,676,44 
from Chill, $31,740,73 from the Sandwich Islands, 
$2,471,382 from Sitka, R A, $492,57 from Bremon, 
$550,54 and $160 from Mexico. 


These, and other authentle data for which wo have no 
space here, giyo room for the following remarks. Tho 
exports of California produce, for the time stated, wore 
not equal to three-fifthe of her imports ; in other words, 
there is a large balance of trade agamst the country. 
There has been a heavy dram of apecie to balance tho 
account, and sill the imports oxceed the oxporls. Tho 
principal exports are hides and tallow, the former to 
the U., S, and the latter to Peru. Wo have abundant 
ineans for tanning the furmor m California, where tho 
best hides aro bold for less than $1,50 Gach, in cash; 
but they aro taken ta the U, S., and xefurned to ue 
in manufactured boots at from 6,50 to 18 dollars por 
par. We sell our tallow, at soven or eight conts, and 
buy pressed tallow candles at seventy-five cents per 
pound. We have the finest of timber about our hull 
sides and valles, and we have imported indifferent 
Orégon lumber at fifty dollars per thousand, There 
aro hundreds of milch cows upon every farm, and wo 
mmport buiter from the U. B. and Oregon at fifty or 
seventy-five cente per pound, and cheeso al corres- 
ponding prices. The country swarms with beoves, 
thousands of which are slaughtered for thoir skins and 
tallow ovory year, and tho ranchos of tho interior and 
the streets of our villages are infested with swino, 
while we are Importing beef and pork from the United 
States at 15 or 18 dollars por barrel. Our rivers and 
the coasts are alive with tho finest salmon and othor 
fish, and we impo t inferior salted articles fram Oregon 
and the United States. Wo havo a soil and climato 
capablo of producing successive crops of vegetables tho 
year round, in sufficient abundance to supply any mar- 
kot m the world, and wo have imported potatoes, on- 
ions, turnips, cabbages, &c. from Oregon. The ave- 
rage cash price for wheat for the last fifteen months 
has been fifty conis, or less, per bushel, and whale 
cargoes of it are awaiting a market in tho country, 
whilo wo havo beet: importing flour ‘from the United 
States, Cluh, and Qrogon, at an average cost of twelve 
or fourteen dollars per barrel. ‘There can bo no doubt 
that wheat can be produced in California ut a foss 
cost than in (hd Eastern States, and durmg the timó 
we havo been importing foreign flout, thero hus actu- 
ally been an abundant supply of grain*in the country, 
but milla are wanting, and those we havo are of a very 
inferior charactor, tae 

There is another view of this question which is of 
groat importance to California ‘Tho official reports 
show that a groat portion of the trads to this coast is 
Indirect, atid consequently, costly to the consumer. 
The greatest proportion of the trade of San Francisco, 
for the period in question, was with tho Sandwich In- 
lands and Chili; and the tables show that almost the 
wholo amount of this trade was for articles not of the 
produce or manifacture of eithor of thoso conntries 
Hence we are made to pay dutes and prolite tò the 
merchants and governments of those countries, by 
these indirect channels of traffic We aro now receiv- 
ing cargoes from the United Statbs and the East n- 
dies, and itis bolioved that the timó is not distant 
when the Pacifio coast will have all tho advantages of 
a direct and cheap trado. , 

Tho faote aro intoresting as an indication of the 
great wants of California~a liberal supply of mdus- 
irious farmers and mechanica We havo one of the 
most healthy territorics on the continent, and sotting 
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it ia essential that Public Opinion should be Enhghtened.— Washington

nothing hke a systematic agricultural enterprise 1s 
known, tho products of the comttry may be anid to 
be the spontancows or accidental oftering of the poy}. 
We want machinery and all kinds of agricultural mi- 
plements, as well as mnduatrioug emigrants, The tools 
of tha, hasbandman are of the rudest and most primi- 
live kind, and totally unfit to develope the resources of 
the soil 

Thero 19 every indication of a large annual emigre- 
tion from the Umtod States to Califorma for somo 
yearsto come. Tho publie mind is becoming awa- 
kened to the importance of the territory, and American 
enterprise will soon flow in upon our shoros ina steady, 
unbroken current, Eyon now, every ship that comes 
to our ports from foraign countries, brings emigrants, 
morchants or capitaliats, to scek their fortunes m, thia 
new “far west” The country is ample for all who 
come, and a large mflux of population will be sure to 
afford a good market for all the soil aan produce, In- 
dustry and frugality will bo rewarded with affluence. 
In every branch of uyoful occupation the laborer will 
be rewarded for his toil, 

Tn selecting the Bay of San Francispo for a naval 
establishment upon the Pacific, our Government hae 
shown a degree of sagacity worthy of the highest 
statesmanship, Without the succor which American 
ports could extend to our commerce, we already havo 
four-filths or five-sixths of all the ehipping upon the 
Pacific under our flag With the assistance of sccure 
naval establishments on tho westorn coast, under 
American laws, our commercial interests mubt rapidly 
Increase 

The Fisheries are always found to bs the most of- 
ficient nursery for a national marine, Tho men ene . 
gaged in tha hardy and perjlong trade, ore natives of 
the soil from which they sail, ma greator proportion 
thau any other class of seamen, and, ceteris paribus, 
the nation which has the most extensive fishories, will” 
have the strongest naval establishment, ‘The whalo 
fisheries in the Pacific Ocoan aro already garned on, 
ma great measure, by our own citizons} and good 
American porls along this coast will soon develope 
other and more important intorests ofa kindred nature, 
Our waters are swarming with fish, and it will be a 
problem for our statesmen to aolye, whether these, as 
well as our surplus breadstuff and moats, shall not find 
a market among the mnumerable islands pf the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans, and the starving millions of China 
andthe North A. productive branch of industry liko 
this would soon become of tho first importance to the 
United States, for none ard so well fitted to defend our 
country’s rights m timo of war as those who have 
been inured to hardships under her flag ım such a 
achool. Men thus trained could be rendily transferred 
to the public sorvico in cage of necessity, and with se- 
cure naval establishments along the coast, and a fos- 
tering hand extended to ifs trade by our Government, 
we might sodn expect to seo tho United States pos- 
sesscd of the first commorcial mare on the globe. 
For many years to come, the Americans will bo the 
only nation capable of ontering successfully upon thie 
enterpryse 3 nnd before the pnze can ba sought by oth- 
ars, the buaiess will bo so engrossed as to defy com- 
petition. No bettér means can be found for judging 
of the future than by fho past Tho New England 
fisheries upon tho north eastern coast of Amorica have 
been a most efficient nursery for seamen Had the 
fate of the war of 1812 been the tranefor of Halifax 
and the north gastern fisheries to the Unitcd Statos, 
the statistics of both countries will show that the eneu- 
ing thirty years would have givon us the pertonel for 
the first commorcial marine in the world. We should 
then have pdssessed the means of holding the trident 
of the seas. With a propondorence of ecamen at our 
command, the mémont for asserting our positio would 
have depended upon tho polloy of the Government It 
remains to bo seen whethor our Government will allow 
a similar elemont of wenlth and power to be lost, or to 
continne unimproved upon the èdast of tho Pacific. 

In this connection it may not be uninterceting to 
glance at tho trado of the Puce ag exhibited jn the 
ports of the Sandwich Islands. Yn tho year 1843, five- 
eights of tho morchantmen, and two-thirds of the trade 
entering the, port of Honolulu, wore Amorican, Up 
tothe year 1644 moro than one-half of tho mén of 
war stopping at tho Islands wore American, In 1843 
two-thirds of all tho whalers antoring the port of Hono- 
lulu for refreshments were American, and the records 
show about tho same number for many years past —~ 
Au intolligent morchant from the Islands hos made 
tho following estimate of tho busincsa of their ports, au 
dérived from, tho visits of whalers, merchantmon, abd 
mon of war, as also an estimate of tho oxporis and 
imports of tho Islands at the present timo.

It ia but fair to suppose that the lime ía not disfant 
when most of the whalors and men of war which now 
acok rofrechmonts at the Islands, will onter thelr own 
ports on this const, whore every thing which their situ- 
atioh requires can be got at a leas cost undér their own 
flag. It has beon scen that about 32,000 dollars of the 
trado of San Francisco, for the three months énding 
December 31st 1847, was with the Islands, and nearly 
tho whole of that amont was for articles not of the 
growth or produce of thoso Islands. It would bea 
moderate estimate to allow tho same asnouht of trade 
with all the other California ports, for the samo perio”, 
avd this would bo an ammat fadireat and costly trado 
with the Islands of about 250,000 dollars. Tita traffic 
must speedily aesume its natural channels; and if wo 
allow a fair proportion of tho trado with whalers, mer- 
chantmen, and teh of war, to bo transferred to tho 
const, it wul muko an immediate change of about half 
amilhon annually. ‘T'he trado with tho whalers, mere 
chantmon, and men of war, (say ips and 
fifty thousand dotlirs,) is of the most pro 
it ık almost exclusively for the prodnata of 
—beef, pork, flour, poultry, vegetabtes,

Poss 
sessing a mild, gemal and healthful climate, 
much good land—the Willamette in particu- 
lar—-and capable of raising nearly all descrip- 
tions of grain and vegetables, it gives pretty 
good satisfaction to most emigrants, who have

as yet journeyed thither; though not finding! pe 


that imaginary El Dorado, our restless, rovan 
race, are over seeking westward, and whic 
‘enthusiastic or selfish writers, promised them 
would certainly be found there. Neither hons 
ey flows in its streams, nor does money grow 
on trees 

Tn papers Jate from home, I perceive quite 
a false story told of our California climate, by 
some volunteer writers, They soy it's a land 
of fogs; 1f so, Italy must be a land of togs too, 
and far from being so delightful an abode as 
tourists tell us, since intelligent travellers 
over both say there 1s a strong resemblance 
between the two. Immediately on the sen~

disimbouging her rich hidden treasures, Gold, 
and quicksilver will be the principal products 
of this soul, several mines of each having alrea~

BENICIA CITY—SUISUN VALLEY 

The followmg mteresting letter was addressed to 
the author of “Prospects of California, and received by 
him a few days since 

Benzora Crry, March 22d 1848 

Sir.—In answer to your request for information, as 
to the locality of this city and tho country around it, 
pormit me to state —Benecia City was laid out by 
Messrs T O Larkin and Robert Semple, about Juno 
1847, at the Straits of Carqumez, on the Bay of San 
Francisco T'he fand appropriated for the city, 13 five 
miles in length and one mile wide, extendme along 
the Bay ofthe Straits, tho general front stands on a 
lovel with the water and gradually riseg in an melined 
plang, to the height of about one hundred and fifty fect, 
Tho anchorage is equal, if not superior to any on the 
coast, bheing completely land Joclced, and a good mud 
bottom for the anchor It 1s about thirly miles from 
the mouth of the Bay, and the head of ship navigation 
Tho first house was commenced on the 27th of Auguist 
last, and there aro now fourteen houses of adobics and 
frame, the smallest 18 feet by 16, and the largest 56 
by 20 teet, two story. We havo here eight carpenters, 
one blackemith and öne waggon maker, è tavern and 
two stores There has been upwards of two hundred 
lotssold, averagmg about 18 dollars each, about 60 or 
70 of these sold aro on condition that the purchasers 
shall, within the present year. build a house to cover 
600 square feet, (that is 20 by 30 feet,) many of which 
are In progress of erection 

This is the only point between Capf, Suttor's and the 
sea board, a distance of one hundred and twenty miles, 
at which a ferry can be established, bemg six miles 
wide at any other point where a landing can bo cftec- 
ted, winie at this place, the Bay sa one and a quarter

Tho appended extracty from a 
letter dated Fort Vancouver Deo Ith, furnish the par- 
ticulars of this droadful outrage, so far as known.

Sir,—It 1a with feelmgs indescribably painful {hat 
I hasten to communicate to you, for the information 
of the Board of Missions, jntolligence of a disadtrous 
event whith lately occhrred at the missionary station 
of Wailatpu. Our estimable friend Dr. Whitman, 
his amblo and accomplidhed lady, and nine other 
men and youths, in the mesion employ, wore mur- 
dered on the 29th ult by the Cuyuso Indians, with 
circumstances of the most revolting cruelty, * * * 
Tho Cayuso are tho most troacherous and tintractablo 
of all tho Indian tribes in this country, and had on 
many former o¢casiona alarmed the inmates of the 
mission by ther tumultuous proceedinga and ferocious 
throats ; but unfortunately these evidences of a brutal 
disposition were disregarded by their admirable pastor, 
and sorved only to arm him with a firmor resolution 
to do them good He hoped that time and instruction 
would produce a change of mind—a better stato of 
feoling towards the mission, and be might have hyed 
to see his hopes realized had not tho moaslos and dy+ 
sentery, followmg in the train of the emigrants from 
the Untted States, mado frightful ravages this year in 
the upper country, many Indians having been tarned 
off through the violence of the disease, and others 
through their own imprudence, The Cayuse Indiana 
of Wanlatpu, boing sufferers in tho general calamity, 
were incensed against Dr Whitman for not exerting 
his supposed supernatural powers in saving their lives. 
They carried this absurdity boy ond that point of folly. 
Thetr superstitions minds became impressed with the 
horrible suspicion that he was giving poison to the 
sick, instead of wholesome medicines, with the new 
of working the destruction of the tribe—their former 
cruelty probably adding strength to the suspicion Stull 
some of tho more reflecting had confidence in Dr 
Whntman’s integrity, and it was agreed to teat tho 
effects of the medicmes he had furnished on three of 
their people, ono of whom was said to bein perfect 
health. ‘They unfortunately died, and from that mo- 
ment it was resolved to destroy the mson It was 
immediately aftes burying the remains of these thrae 
persons, that they repaired to tho mission and mur. 
dered every man found there, n

It sa said that upon tho avrdence of tha fiend, Mrs, 
Whitman shared the fate of her husband and friends. 

A lottor of Dec. 7th, from James Douglass Esq, 
Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay Company, to Gov. 
Abernethy gives tho following: 

Mr. Ogden, with a strong patty, will Ipavo this 
place as soon as possible for Walla Walla, to endeayor 
to prevent further ovil; und we beg to suggest to you 
the propriety of taking instant measures for the pro- 
tection of tho Rev. Mr. Spalding, who, for tho sako 
of his family, ought to abandon the Clear Water Mis- 
sion without delay, and retire to a placo of safety, as 
he cannot remain at that rsolated station without run- 
ning smininent risk in the present excited and irntablo 
atate of the Indian population, 

The names of the killed in this horrible massacre, 
are as follows Mr. and Mrs Dr Whitman, Rogers, 
Hofman, Sandors, Osborne, Marsh, Canfield, F; and 
J. Sagan, and a gailor, name unknown, Threo moro 
were badly wounded. 

The Polynesian adds: 

By a letter dated tho 18th of December, itis stated 
that it was rumored in Oregon, that when tho massa- 
cro was effected, a party of Indians waa despatohed 
to the saw mill 12 mites distant ta massacro the whites 
nettled there, Another party was despatched to Rov. 
Mr. Spalding's station, another to the station of tho 
Ney. Messrs, Eells and Walker, and another still to 
Fort Walla Walla, belonging to the Hudson’s Bay 
ComPany, for the samo purpose, and that the Hud- 
sou'a Bay Company had despatched a jargo party to 
Walla Walla, for the protection of the fort. 

Upon tho arrival of thie intelligertco, the House af 
Representatives was organized, and a special message 
was received respecting the Indian outrages, the samo 
afternoon; and a bill passed authorising the Governor 
to raise 500 volunteers for the purpose af punishing 
the Indians and protecting the frontiers. Commis- 
sionors were appomted to effect ao loan, im order to 
carry on the war, and had [eft the same day for Fort 
Vancouver, Tho promptness and efficiency of Ore- 
gon’d Provisional Government cannot but bo applaud- 
ed. A company of Volunteers had boen raised in 
Oregon City, presented with a flag by the ladies, and 
under its silken folds, and commanded by H. A, G. 
Leo, former Editor of the Spectator, departed for the 
acene of disturbance on the 8th inst, cheered by the 
assembled citizens, and. saluted by the firing of cannon. 

C. Lancaster 1 appointed Supremo Judge of Oro- 
gon Territory, vice, J. Q. Thornton, resigned. Só- 
veral small parties of emigrants had arrived, and about 
300 wagons are reported at tho Dalles, Oct. 28th, 
whose only chunce to reach the settlements was by 
the river.

Lieut. Smith and Passed Midshipman Dun- 
can, with their companies; -consisting of 25 
men each, and 17 marines under Lieut, Tans 
eill, landed from the U. 8. Ship Dale, at balf 
past one o'clock on the 17th November, 1847 
at Guymas, with Commander. Selfridge at 
therr head, for the bas of examining the 
town and Fort. Atter halting a short time at 
the Fort, and taking a view of the deserted ap- 
pearance and dilapidated atate of the town, 
not supposing for an instant, that a living soul 
or creature was to be tound within ity precints, 


: | the Captain ordered us to march into the Plaza, 


for the purpose of examining mote accurately 
the situation and topography of the place, 
We had not proceeded far, howeyer, before 
we received a Volley of mugketry froma win- 
dow not ten paces distant, two balls of which, 
d through the clothes of two mén in Lt 
mith's conipany, and a third through Captain 
Selfridge’a mglit foot, inflicting a severe 
wound, not seoing any person: to whom we 
could return this unexpected compliment, and 
being totally ignorant with regard to the plan 
of the town, we then fall back on the Fort, in 
order to devise a plam of operation. , By thig 
time the Captain being unable to stand, was 
taken on board the Ship for surgical attendance, 
leaving Lieut. Smith ın command with orders 
to engage the enemy, The Launch’s gun, a 
six pounder, was then brought up and placed 
in the Fort, ina position which overlooked 
and commanded a partof the town, under Mr. 
Polley, the Boatawain, withfour men. Lieut, 
Tansill was ordered to proceed and occupy the 
foot of the street, two squares to the left of the 
Plaza, for the purpose of ascertaining, 1f pos- 
sible, the situation and number of the enemy’s 
force; while Passed” Midshipman Duncan, 
and Midshipman Adams were ordered to ocs 
cupy a street immediately on his right, with 
similer instructions, These arrangements 
having been made, Lieut, Smith was about 
proceeding, accompanied by Midshipman 
Houston, acting as first Lieutenant of his 
compati; to force the deors of the hones fzóm 
which tho first fire was received. But ‘before 
this could be executed, the enemy commenced 
a brisk fire upon Passed Midshipman Duncan’é 
company, which he immediately returned with 
great effect.

Tansill in 
the punapi street directly in hig front, to 
which point ha :mmediately pushed with his 
marines, where he found about 100 of the 
enemy posted, sheltered by the houses, from 
the fire of Lieut, Smith's company at the Fort, 
as well as Mr. Duncan’s company on his right 
On gaining this position the marines weny 
commenced a severe fire on this party, whic 
so completely surprised them, end did such 
execution in their ranks, that very few at- 
tempted to make any resistance.: Being thus 
suddenly attacked ata point which they di 
not expect, they were thrown into auch inex- 
tricable confusion and terror, that they coms 
menced a precipitate retreat, followed by 
great numbers from the adjoining houses, du- 
ring which Lieut. Smith and Duncan’s com- 
panies opened and continued a sharp and well 
directed fire’ on them, until they reached tho 
adjacent hills to the right and rear of the town. 
The Ship's guns were now broaght to bear 
upon them, and Lieut. Yard, who was left in 
command of the Ship, commenced throwing 
Paixhan Shells amongst them, continuing the 
work of destruction and desolation, The 
Mexicans were now successively attacked and 
driven from house to howee, whieh they had 
converted into a species of fortress, and finding 
themselyes so hotly pressed, and menaced al- 
most at every point, by the rapid advance of 
the different companies and their deadly fire, 
sounded a retreat, when to our gréat surprise, 
we paw more than.twice our number again 
sally forth from the houses around the Plaza, 
and in our immediate vicinity, and retreat in 
disorder in the direction of those who had to 
prudently preceded them, at an earlier period 
of the battle, During theic hasty and disor- 
derly flight, our braye men continued scarcely 
without opposition, an incessant and galling 
fire upon them as long aa they were within 
reach of their balls, indeed, each seemed to 
seek his own safoty without regard to his com: 
rade, The loss oF the enemy ia this combat, 
could not ıt is believed, have been less than 40 
in killed and wounded, while we wore so for- 
tunate as not to loge a single man. Thoas- 
tonishing spectacle wad now prevented, of T 
asilors and marines attecking and driving 400 
Mexicans soldiers, from strong positions of 
their own selection, in less than one hour and 
a half, thus cloarly demonstrating the truth of 
the divine sentiment that the “battle istiot 
always to the atrong.” A noble act of bravery: 
occurred in thia battle which:deserves ‘special

CLIMATE: OF CALIFORNIA, 

The chmate of Cahfornia is so` remarknbl 
different from that of any part of the United 
States, that Americans at home, atid even for 
sometime alter their arrival here, aro hable to 
form erroneous opinions with regard to it— 
Some of these pecuharives I shall endeayour 
to pdint out; and thereby enable strangers to 
avoid these mistakes, which they s0 commonly 
fall into on their first arnyal. Properly 
speaking, there are but two seasons an Calis 
forma; the dry and the rainy, The dr- ee 
ton commonly extends from the middle of 
April, tothe middle of October, and during 
thia time rain seldom falls. ‘Tho wind is ine 
variably from the north-west, and the sky bril- 
hantly clear and serene From November to 

ay-rains are frequent, but never excessive 
and commonly accompanied with wind from 
the south-east, The long dry season which 
‘lrangers aro apt to consider as a groat defect 
in the chinate, we repard‘aa one of its greatest 
excellencies, The Sponish-inhabitants fres 
quently expross their wonder, how it is possi- 
ble to make good crops in a country where 
rains fall in summar. ‘I'ho grain and herbage 
becomes dry inithe month of June, and res 
mains like good bay without losing any of its 
nutricious properties until thé rains commence
